A Wild Thought 


The 55th anniversary of the ratiiication oi me 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution—which gave birth to 
the federal Income tax in case you’ve forgotten slipped 
by us recently almost unnoticed. 

Almost simultaneously considerable public attention 
has been drawn in recent days to a new federal law passed 
by Congress with the idea of putting a crimp in the opera¬ 
tions of smut peddlers who operate through the malls. 
Under the new statute the recipient of offensive mall can 
demand that the Postmaster order his name removed from 
the mailer’s mailing list if, in his judgment alone, the ma¬ 
terial is obscene. If the mailer fails to do so he can be 
penalized under the law. 

Now comes a wag wondering if, should a taxpayer 
deem his communications from the Internal Revenue 
Service to be obscene—as no doubt many do as April 15 
approaches at a fast clip—he can demand the IRS drop 
his name from its mailing list. 


SEE-THROUGH 


Another First 

California has established another first as Governor 
Reagan’s $5.7 billion budget proposal to the legislature 
goes into the books as the largest ever proposed for any 
state. 

The administration’s 1968-69 spending plans came in 
$2(K) million higher than the controversial, highly publicized 
budget New York Governor Rockefeller gave his state s 
lawmakers a few days earlier. 

Only time—and the result of certain-to-come partisan 
infighting in the legislature—will tell what the final cost of 
state government will be in the coming fiscal year. 

With April 15 and its whopping state income tax bill 
still ahead of us this year, most taxpayers can only hope 
that the legislators will have mercy on us next year. 

Peddle Them Elsewhere 

Despite the overwhelming defeat by San Francisco 
voters of a similar proposal last year, hard core opponents 
of U.S. Involvement in Vietnam are pushing hard to place 
so-called peace initiatives on municipal ballots in at least 
six California communities. 

This at a time when the communist Lunar New Year 
offensive and its stepped up butchery in the cities of Viet¬ 
nam has totally demonstrated enemy intransigence. 

Yet where legal the petitions will probably qualify the 
issue for the ballot as they require signatures of only 15?i 
of the electorate. This means that in upcoming local elec¬ 
tions voters will be asked to endorse an unconditional halt 
to U.S. bombing, immediate cease fire, negotiations with 
the Viet Cong and withdrawal from Vietnam itself. 

Such endorsement will be hard to come by as most 
Caltfomlans, like Americans everywhere, are chilled to the 
marrow by the new communist efforts in Asia. It would be 
event more fitting if the voters would remember the guer¬ 
rillas in our Saigon embassy when the petition passers 
solicit their qualifying signatures—and tell them to peddle 
their papers elsewhere.
